The worst thing about the bill introduced 
by Sen. Tydings of Maryland to deal with 
radicals Isn t the fact that It Invade# civil 
right#. That Is a legal point related, as so 
many things are these days, to constitu­ 
tional Interpretation. 
The bill, passed last month In the senate 
and reported favorably by the military af­ 
fairs committee In the house, embodies a 
tactless error in judgment. 
It provide#: 
"That whoever advises, counsels, urges or 
solicits any member of the military or naval 
forces of the United States . . . to disobey 
the laws or 
regulations governing 
such 
military or naval forces, or whoever pub­ 
lishes or distribute# any book, pamphlet, pa­ 
per. print, article, letter, or other writing 
which advises, counsels, urges, or solicits

forces of the United States to disobey the 
laws or regulations governing such mili­ 
tary or naval forces, shall he punished by 
a fine of not more than 11,000 or by Im­

The decision of the fifth United States 
circuit court of sppesls reversing Judge W. 
I. Grubbs anti-TVA ruling Is hailed as a vie- 
tory by new dealers.

They do not sffect 
materially advancte- 
moot of the costly and permanent project 
being pursued In the Tennessee valley. Th# 
TVA will go forward until it Is stopped or 
the way made clear for It by the final Judg­ 
m ent of the Supreme Court. 
If it were to he slopped when the su­ 
preme court convenes next winter, that 
would not alter the fact that dams have

Is, apparently, an Integral part of the new- 
deal policy. 
The Idea ta to go ahead and let the su­ 
preme court catch up lf It can. 
Pending 
final Judgment, new deal agencies can

digging In. The agricultural adjustment act, 
which a majority of conatitutlonal experts, 
say ta unconstitutional, will not he suspend­ 
ed until the supreme court eave It la un­ 
constitutional. 
The national 
recovery act 
had two years of enforcement before th* 
supreme court finally ruled It unconstitu­ 
tional. Recently, President Roosevelt sug­ 
gested passage of the Ouffey-Rnyder coal 
hill, despite reasonable doubts of Its consti­ 
tutionality. 
The Bupreme Court, whose function Is to 
protect th* Constitution, has been challeng­ 
ed by this policy to perform Its duty In time 
to swerve th# new deal from the course It* 
leaders hav# set for It. Sworn to uphold 
the Constitution, many of those lesders sr# 
winking at their oath in enthusiasm for 
their ♦heories.
